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World  Missions  Cited 
As  'One  Thing'  We  Do 


The  president  of  the  Mississip¬ 
pi  Baptist  Convention  calied  for 
unity  of  purpose  and’ final  vic¬ 
tory  in  his  keynote  address  to 
the  body  ow  Tuesday  morning. 

Dr.  S.  R.  Woodson,  pastor  of 
Columbus’  First  Baptist  Church, 
In  his  stirring  message  pointed 
to  world  missions  as  the  one 
purpose  for  which  the  Conven¬ 
tion  exists. 

In  declaring  the 


“If  all  tne  Christian  minds  of 
America  co-operated  in  develop¬ 
ing  a  system  of  giving,  no  fair¬ 
er  or  more  workable  plan  could 
be  devised  than  the  tithe  which 
is  the  plan  that  God  produced 
long  ago  and  which  has  been  so 
wonderfully  effective  across  the 
years.” 

With  these  words  Dr.  James 
L.  Sullivan,  of  Nashville,  native 
MississTppfan,-  hrought  the  an¬ 
nual  State  Baptist  Brotherhood 
Rally  to  a  successful  close  Mon¬ 
day  night  at  First  Baptist 
Church  in  JacksonT  1 

Continuing,  and  speaking  oh 
the  subject  of  “The  Christian’s 
Privilege  of  Giving,”  the  es¬ 
teemed 


one  purpose 
of  world'  missions  he  referred 
his  listeners  to  the  words  of 
Christ  in  giving  the  Great  Com¬ 
mission,  “  .  .  .  and  ye  shall  be 
witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Je¬ 
rusalem.  and  in  all  Judea,  and 
in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  utter- j 
most  part  of  the  earth.” 

Dr.  Woodson  began  his 


mes¬ 
sage  by  quoting  the  apostle  Paul 
who  said,  “This  one  thing  I  do.” 

“Paul  was  setting  forth  the 
singleness  of  purpose  that  gave 
direction  to  his  ministry,”  he  de¬ 
clared.  “and  that  must  give  di¬ 
rection  to  all  our  deliberations 
in  this  our  Convention.” 

Changing  World 
The  speaker  pointed  to  a 
changing  world  as  he  refecred 
to  the  “sputnik”  era  but  all 
these  changes  have  not  changed 
our  purpose,  he  declared. 
“Indeed  this  world  may  change 
and  our  methods  may  change, 
but  our  message  and  missions 
will  never  change,  for  ours  is 
a  changeless  Christ  and  the  bas¬ 
ic  needs  of  human  hearta  aavae 
change,"  h*  said. 

Prooaedlag  further  he  aaaa^ 
ed  that  clinging  to  this  purpose 
would  do  certain  things  for  us. 

“It  will  give  us  a  spirit  of 
unity;  it  will  give  us  the  high¬ 
est  purpose  for  our  work,  and 
finaUy,  it  will  bring  the  bless¬ 
ings  of  God.” 

He  dwelt  on  the  continuous 
need  for  unity,  “a  unity  that  pre¬ 
vails  only  as  we  seek  a  common 
goal.” 

Points  To  Unity 
He  repeated  the  oft-quoted 
saying.  “United  we  stand,  divid¬ 
ed  we  fall.” 

Continuing,  he  said,  “Any 
church  that  fixes  iu  attention 
on  some  imn^iate  need,  or 
even  on  some  passing  problem 
of  the  day,  and  loses  sight  of  | 
the  great  and  ultimate  aim  of 
the  Great  Commission — the  sal¬ 
vation  of  the  loot,  regardless  of  | 
how  great  the  need  or  the  prob¬ 
lem.  is  stepping  down  from  iU 
highest  possibilities  and  is  not 
in  the  truest  sense  a  part  of  the

they  come?”  Paul's  answer  to 
this  vexatious  question  stands 
among  the  most  brilliant  illus¬ 
trations  the  great  apostle  ever 
employed.  The  seed  you  sow  in 
the  earth,  never  comes  up  the 
same  seed  you  planted.  That 
seed  dies,  and  from  it,  and  only 
because  it  died,  a  baby  corn 
plant  or  young  plant  of  some 
other  variety,  usually  capable 
of  producing  many  seed  of  the 
variety  you  planted,  comes  in 
its  stead.. 

“So  also  is  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead,”  The  dead  body  shall 
be  planted  in  God's  cemetery 
(cemetery  means  'St'ed  bed’)  and 
He  shall  raise  it  in  the  body 
that  pleases  Him.  "It  is  sown.” 
Vojj  may  read'  that,  “Its  whole 
earthly  existence  is  lived  in 
weakness."  “It  is  raised  in 
Strength."  .. 

“It  is  sown  a  natural  body; 
it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body.” 
Here  during  our  earthly  lives 
we  are  clothed  in  a  body,  hous¬ 
ed  in  a  body,  enmeshed  in  a 
body,  which  peculiarly  fits  us 
for  residence  in  this  world.  You 
cannot  imagine  a  body  so  shap¬ 
ed  anil  so  constituted  and  so 
equipped  that  it  would  better 
suit  and  supply  the  demands  of 
your,  earthly  self  than  the  body 
lyog  have  been  given  by  Him 
who  said,  “Let  us  make  man  in 
I  oiir  own  image  and  likeness.”

Divine  Power  Here,  Too 

_  'pie  ^lory  and  majesty  of  the  thrice-holy  God  is  not 
confined  to  the  gigantic  things  of  the  earth  and  the  uni¬ 
verse.
